ORDNANCE NOTES. 


Under the direction of the Ordnance Bureau of 
the Army a series of experiments is being conducted 
witb a view to obtaining a suitable fuse for mortar 
abells. The combination fuse for shrapnel bas ziven 
fairly good results, but tbe fuses used in mortar 
sbelle, both seacoast avd field, have to operate under 
com paratiyely low velocity. 





During the past week tbe trial of the 8 inch Buff- 
ington-Crogier disappearing carriage bas been con- 
tinued at Sandy Heok. Some 80 rounds have been 
fired with iull charger, and so far the results bave 
been very satisfactory. More exbaustiye tests, how- 
ever, will be required before the trial is completed. 


The second of the 8inch barbette carriages has 
been completed at the Watertown Arsenal and bas 
been ordered to be sent to Fort Monroe, It will be 
mounted tbere for practice firing at the Artillery 
School. The new spring return mortar-carriage is 
now in use there. 





Orders have been given for the whole of the .803- 
‘inch black cordite ammunition now in prsseesion 
of the British troops at home to be returned to store 
for special ¢xamination. The order is understood 
to be due to the discovery of rounds of ball cart- 
ridge amongst the bianks supplied for field man 
@uvres at Aldersbot two or tbree months back, 
since which time every precaution bas been taken 

to prevent the issue of mixed ammaznition.

“REPORT OF THE SECRETARY OF WAR. 


SrcreraRy Lamont. in his annual report tells us 
that be wants for the fiscal year ending Jan. 80. 1895, 
$52,846 499 75. an increase of $880,424 86 over 1892 93, 
and 482297396, Under the headings of tbe 
“Operations of the Army,” “The Strength 
of the Army,” ‘The Distribution of the 
Army,” “ Period of Enlistment,” “The New Maga- 
zine Gun,” “Siege and Field Guns,” ** Sea Coast De- 
fence,” “ Plaus for the Year,” * Sites and Emplace- 
mente,” “Tests and Experiments,” “Quarters,” 
“(un Oarriages and Gun Lifts,” “Arsenals and Ar- 
mories,” “Powders and High Exrlosives,” “Educa- 
tion in the Army,” “ The Military Academy,” * Mil- 
itary Schools and Colleges,” “Signal Corpe,” and 
“The Militia” we have a summary of the facts 
concerning these various subjects contained in the 
reports of the military commanders, and heads of 
staff departments which we have already pub- 
lished. 


Peace has prevailed throughout the Service durin 
the year, and we are assured that Indian warfare is 
virtually at an end, and the connection of the Army 
with the aborigines will be confined to occasional 
calls for police duty at Indian reservations. The 
demands for the employment of the Army to pre- 
serve order within the States as certainly must be- 
come infrequent as State authority, on which that 
obligation properly rests, demonstrates its complete 
ability to discharge it. Secretary Lamont says 
therefore: 

Apy considerable increase in the numbers of our Arm 
would not meet with popular favor, aod is not suggest 
byaoy contingency, immediate or remote, What is de- 
sired is a maximum ¢fficiency of the organisation, sufficient 
elasticity to respond readily to any probavie tension, the 
acquisition of the mecbanism of warfare in adequate 
quantity aod of the best quelity, and such a dissemiuation 
ot military instruction a3 wil enable the Fede:al Govern- 
ment. in the event of war, tosummon forthe purposes of 
im mediate defence a body of its citizens, not uofamiliar 
with the rudiments of military discipline and service, suf- 
ficient uatil the great armies which exist in embrvo io our 
—8 citizenship can be enreiled, organized, and put in the 

ie 


The present organization to twenty-five regiments of in- 
fantry, ten of cavalry, and five of artillery, was established 
to meet coaditions which bave almost ceased toexist. At 
thifteen of our large seaports work has already begun, or 
is pre jected for the near future, which in extent and na- 
ture within afew years will call for the establishment of 
orgapized prste of artillery. Th- convertion of a num- 
ber of organizaticns of infantry to the artillery arm isa 
manifest necessity of the period directly abead of us, and 
while oresent needs do not call for spec fic recommenda- 
tiors on this polat, the eertain needs of the future shouid 
pot be ignored in current legisiation and policy. 

The ab«ndonment of smaller posts und tbe concentration 
of the Army at importent ceotre: bas beea in progress for 
some years and must contioue, with the seaboard and the 
frontiers as the 1 ves along which io time the bu'k of the 
Army wust be massed, This patent fact bas i's bearing on 
all questicns of tbe estublisbme: tand expansion of military 
pesie, the construction of bu''“ings, and che accumulation 
of supphes. it opens uo new fields of instruction ana ser- 
vice for tbe militia of the States on or near the lines of na- 
tional defence, and enhances the importance and cignity 
and increases the responsibilities of the militia removed 
from tbose lines. These considerations and others p»iat to 
the peed of pri grersive military instruction, not only io the 
Army bot among the people, and in generel directions 
werk the scope ot future operations of the War Department 
and tle Army. 

The fact that the changes in our Army involved 
nearly 40 per cent. of the enlisted force, 9.456 meu 
being aischarged and 9,074 enlisted, gives added 
force to the recom nenoatioa of the Major-General 
Cemmandinog the Army coucerning tne reduction 
in the period of enlistment aod the repeal of the ten 
years’ limitation law. During the year the Army 
lost a large percentage of its experienced er] sted 
men. The Secretary quotes wnat Gen. Schotield 
says on the subjsct of tae ten years’ law, and adds 
the following: 

Under existing law the minimum period of enlistment in 
the Army is five years and the maximum of service for the 
enlisted men is ten yeers. Both limits appear to have been 
Qxed uncer misapprebension of the conditions of military 
service in this couotry. Toe well-nigh unanimous tesri- 
mory of the oficers of tbe Army reinforces the conclusion, 
drawa from a study of the ultimate purposes of our ail- 
tery Orranigation, that the statutes imposing these limits 
impair the present efficiency of the Army, impede its pro- 
gress toward definite though remote aims, and should be 
modified by C ‘ngre:s. Obviously an army of 25 000 men, in 
the event of war, wo Id be barely adequate to tuconish the 
pumber of nop-ccom mirsioned officers uod well-trained sol- 
diers rc quired to command and instruct the large voluateer 
forces needed todefend our two long and densely p»pu- 
lated sea boards and two longand exposed frontiers. Whlie 
war witb a foreigo power isa remote contingency, to pro- 
vide egeiost tbe possibility of it is the main werrant for our 
large « xpenditures for the military estrbiish ment. 

The funvti no of the Army is to furnish ia time of needa 
pucleus of experienced soldiers, Men capshbie of becoming 
sucb, aod williog to make their careers in life militaty, are 
clearly the most desirable clement in the A‘my. I's nu- 
mericaily iusivnificant proportion tothe entire population 
capable of bearing arms toroids its use asa temporary 
schoo! of military instruction io time of peace. 

The Army may be effeciive in aiding in the « 
structiva of bod.es of troo organized under State autoor- 
ity, especially in the use of heavy ordnanc:. It may be ef- 
fective, torough its officers, in the systematic iostruction of 
young men io colleges and schools, Excellent work has 
already accomplished in these cirections, But the in- 
struction ot a few bunoreds or thousands of individual! citi- 
zens for ten years,at tbe end of tbat period to be turned 
adrift into civil life, puts military service in the undesirable 
cCateg: ry of uncertain occupations, wi b no resultant bene- 
fit ty the ccuntry, the Army,or the citizen. 


The demands for ‘he detail of c Mcers on detached 
service increase yearly, and will necessarily con- 
tinue to increase as the instruction of the Army 
resobes a bigber plane and the Army assumes more 
extended duties in thegeversl military education of 
the people. Toetime is not distant, if plans for the 
development ef the educational purposes of the 
Army be carried out, when the pumber of students 
at tbe Military Academy sbould be increased, and 
the Secretary concurs in the recommendation of the 
Board oj Visitors to this ¢ fect. 

To reduce the number of tria!s by inferior courts, 
amounting for the year to 9,062, it is proposed that 
(@-noers should be allowea to elect between trial 
sud extra bours of fatigue duty as punishment 
without trial. Obviously the frequency of trials 
tends to deprive them of their admonitory effeot.

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retary. as strove as ever, and he renews the recom. 
mendations of bis predecessors in favor of it. While 
there is a wide diversity cfopinion concerning sep- 
arate orgad s3tiors for Indian troops, the argument 
against them issuficiently strong to render inadvis- 
able any ircrease of the present feroe. 

* The adoption of a wages ne mfie of reduced cali- 
bre is unquestionably the mort important step taken 
for the infantry stm of the Service since the close 
of the civil war. [t brings our Army abreast of the 
most advanced armies of Europe in the matter of 
infantry weapons.” 

The echeme of seacoast defence which was adopt- 
ed in 1885 bas made euch progress that its comple- 
tion wi'bin the specified limit of thirteen years is 
reasonably assured with adequate —————— 
so that by the end of the century the defences 0 
the United States will forbid au attack upon any of 
oat principal ports by the most formidable fleet 
afi oat. 

The invention and mechanical ingenuity of the 
Corps of Eagineers, the Ordnance Department and 
private maoufacturers have combined to produce 
type guns and type gup carriager to determine sub- 
sequent construction. Thistype gun is the visivle 
evidence of remarkable progress during the last 8 
years. lt signifies that within that interval our 
steel manufacturers have established plants which 
can produce the heavy forgings required for these 
bigh- power cannon. 

it signifies the establishment of a Government 
plant abie to assemble and Snish these guos ina 
fasbion elsewhere unsurpassed. It means the in- 
vention and maoufacture of agun carriage capa- 
ble of bearing the weight of over 50 tons and resist- 
ing the recoil of thia great mass of steel, the invea- 
tion and construction of mechanism to lift the gun 
body and carriage above the line of defence until 
the fire of the gun bas been delivered, and then to 
retire it from the fire of;an enemy, and the prepar- 
tion of extensive emplacement of concrete and em- 
bankmwent. 

Tne work of preparing emplacements does not 
keep pace with the manufacture of guns and car- 
riager, and it is recommended tbat an appropria- 
tion be made to secure tbe 1,700 acres of land which, 
according to the esiimate of the Chief of Engi- 
beers, is still required. 

Attention is invited to the estimates of the Chief 
of Ordnance for armament of fortifications. It is 
believed that the policy, in the execution of which 
these appropriaticns are required, is established in 
public favor and by recognized public necessity. 

Work upon the mortars must stop dur:ng the 
year unless an appropriation is made. No disap- 
pearing gun carriage bas vet been adopted, but it 
18 deewed probable tbat witbin a few monuthsa se- 
lection will be made from among the principal com- 
petitors, the Gordon, the moditicd Gordon, and the 
Crezier-Bofflogton. 

Toe tests of powder during the year have not been 
satisfactory. Experiments with high explosives 
will be continued. Tous far they indicate that 100 
Ibs. of emmensite can be tirown by powder with 
entire safety a distance of six miles. Tae past eight 
years bave given to us a gun factory at the Water- 
vliet Arsenal, West Troy, N. Y., unexcelied in the 
quality of ite wok by any in the world, and of a 
capacity limited, so far as our needs are concerned, 
only by the wishes of Congress; they have given to 
us a good number of modern high power guns and 
mortars, serviceable gun lifts and barbette oar- 
riages, the early likelihood of suitable disappearing 
carriages, some proper emplacements. the necessary 
projectiles, and an experimental knowledge of 
brown and smokeless powders for heavv ordnance, 

The Coief of Eagioeers thinks that $38.77),611 can 
be expended on rivers and barbors during the year, 
but the Secretary estimates for only $7,500,000. 

To make the Lyceum serve more ud: quacely its 
purposes, the lines of study and researun must be 
more closely supervised. 

The great armies of the world are to-day officered 
by students of the military art, and the relatively 
short duration of the worid'’s great wars since our 
civil war demonstrates that warfare is becoming an 
art dependent on the exact sciences quite as much 
as on pereonsl bravery. Weshall never want men 
and mcney in emergeucy, but the ability to usethem 
effectively can come only through the study of the 
officers of the sts ff and line of the Army. Progress 
in the War Department must be aloog the lines of 
a national university of military science as weil ag 
along tbose of coast defenve. 

Tbe recommendation of the Superintendent ot 
the Military Academy for the repeal of the statutes 
probibiting the employing as instructors of gradu- 
ates of less than i0.r years’ standing is approved, 
and the recommendation of the Board of Visitors in 
favor of an increase of the corps. Tae recommend- 
ation of the Adjutant General that the military in- 
struction now provided for colleges might well be 
€xtended, with proper limitations, to the high 
ecbools of our large vities, is also coucurred iv. 

abe importance of the militiais referred to and 
attention is called to its need of more liberal appro- 
priation and to the recommendations of Gen. Scho- 
field in favor of pew magezZ'ne guns and new field 
gupe. There is a brief reference to the part taken 
by the Army in the Columbiap Exposition. What 
it obtained from and gave toitis of educational 
value. 

The work of restoring the field of Chickamauga to 
its condition at the time of the battle has progressed 
rapidly. Ooncluding, the Secretary says: 

The put cation of the War Records bar so far progressed 
that this valuable historical work, with accompaoying 
mape, can be completed by the end of the next fi-cal year, 
and satisfectory progress bas been made in the work of in- 
dexing the Confederate archives.

THE ARMY IN PEACE, 


IN aspeech bef>re the Danver Real E:tate Ex- 
change on Nov. 17, Col. H. C. Merriam, 7th Inf., 
said: 

What our Army «ball do in time of peace is prac- 
tically a new question. Fortunately, brosd oceans 
still separate us from immediate danger, but the 
vast fleets of swift steamships everywhere available 
have reduced the problem of landing great armies 
on our shores to a matter of about ten davs. In 
view of this fact, we must ad mit that the possibilities 
of invasion from beyond the seas are vo longer 
mvthical. Under these oonditions shall we tempt 
insult and invite disaster by utter want of military 
preparation? Woe to the general who blunders on 
the battlefield to-day, for punishment will come 
like the cyclone and the earthquake. And woe to 
the Nation that matches mere numbers of men 
against the skill and diecipline of trained armies, 
for the greater their pnmber the more terrible will 
be their destruction, The remady will be found in 
a meximum of military education among the people, 
with a minimum of disturbance to their produntive 
industriee, To thisend the Army ie alreadyat work. 
More than 100 officers have been detailed aa pro- 
fessore of military sciennein the eolieees and uni- 
versities of the land. Morethan 10009 undergrad- 
uates were under their training during the last year. 

Avotber great move in thie direction would be to 
raise the standard of enlistment en that only youne 
men of good characterand fair English education 
could be received into the Army in time of peare. 
Shorten the term of enlistment, and discourage re- 
eplistmen{s of men past thirty vears of age. Dis- 
ot arge at once all men found to be vicious. In toie 
way the Army uniform would beoome atill more a 
badge of bonor and our military posts would become 
military academics instead of reformatories. 

Such is wy conception of what the Army may do 
in time of peace. And [ believe the military re quire- 
ments of the country can thus be met witbour re- 
sort to a large standing army to berubtracted from, 
and yet to feed upon, the productive industry of 
the people. By this process we shall not see Uncle 
Sam appearing in public io time of peace, like the 
Emperor of Germany, leading a muzzied bulldog, 
and yet, when there is business on band, the ficbt- 
ing animal will appear, but he will not bs muzzied.

THe Bard to conduct the official trial of the V. 
8S. 8. Columbia. of which Rear Admiral Balkiap 
was president, report that she is suffivieatly stroxg 
and well built in all particulars to meet the re- 
quirements of the specifisation:; that the mean 
speed of the ship in two rons over a course of 43 963 
geograpbical miles was 2280 knotean hour uacer 
forced draft, with average air pressure of nine-tentha 
of an inch, due allowance basing made for the tida. 
The trial also determined the worthlesenses of the 
patent logs for recordipg euch bigh rates of speed, 
and the lines are lishle to t wist off, two logs baving 
been lost from the Columbia in this way. The per- 
formance of the anne peter way wasin every re- 
spect satisfactory. loulations thus far indicate 
that the weight of the machinery when the vessel 
is completed will not exceed the caleularion of 1935 
tons. So farascould be determined from the brief 
experience of the trial, the Columbia possesses in a 
marked degree the qialities of steadiness, s°a- 
wortbiness and ready ubedience to ber belm. The 
performavce of the engines, boilers and d+penden- 
cies, with the exception of the slight drawbacks 
noted, was excellent, reflecting great credit upon 
both the designers and the builders. Only the beat 
material and the most thorough workmanship could 
bave produced engines and boilers of such notable 
performance, 
The Board noted with satisfaction the ready 
obedience of the vesseltober belm and that during 
the run the ship was well steeredjfrom point to point 
of the course. The vibration was greater than was 
observed on the trial of the New York, but no 
greater than should be expected of a vessel of such 
length and great power of enginer. It appeared to 
reaca 8 Maximum at from & to 95 revolu ions per 
minute; at a higher speed diminished somewhat. 
While at full speed on this passage with two screws 
the helm was shifted from amidships to 30 deg. star-

SECOND COMPTROLLER MANSUR says it is not true 
as reported that he contemplates overruling the ac- 
tion of his predecersor in holding that pay accom 
panied rank in the case of those officers who have 
been retired for disability with the rank and pay of 
the next highest grade as provided for under the pro. 
motion act of 1890. He says the question has not 
even been brought to his attention, and he has no 
idea that it will be submitted to him by the War 
Department. Should Oomptroller Mansur make 
such a ruling it would have quite a sweeping effect, 
for 1t would affect not only those officers who have 
been retired under the act of 1890, but also those 
officers who were retired under the act of 1866, 
which permitted officers to re ire with the rank they 
held in the volunteor servic3 during the war. The 
point upon which the question will hinge, if it should 
be brought up at this time as reported, is that the 
laws referred to simply mention rank without avy 
reference to pay. The accounting officers have 
hitherto taken the sensible view that rank alone 
would be an empty honor and have always con- 
strued the law as providing that pay accompanied 
the rank.

An officer of t 
Army who sends us some published statements om 
cerning foot ball, and who does not approve of t 
game as at present played, says: ‘‘A foot t 
player told me two days ago that the worst a 
most unfair slugging he ever saw was between We 
Point and Annapolis at one of their games.” Thi 
certainly ought not to be. A novitiate officer wh 
indulges in such practices is guilty of “a 
duct unbecoming an officer and a gentlem 
and should be dealt with accordingly.” Our o 
respondent is disposed to be critical upon onr adm 
cacy of foot ball, but we can see no reason why 
may not be freed from some of its objectionat 
features. There is too much truth in the statem# 
of the Boston Transcript, which says: 

**To those who consider any game brutal whit 
involves personal collision, football must always 
a brutal game. Bat the greater part of what 
complained of 1s forbidden by the rales of the gat 
and can be prevented by less drastic measures th 
the abolitioa of a sport which has its merits in 
teaching of the lessous of manliness, presence 
mind, and, above all, of keeping one’s temper und 
the most adverse circumstances. The trouble wil 
the game at present is that ths rules are not ¢ 
forced, and even if they were the psnalties 
breaking them are not sufficient.

The pen- 
alty for purposely throwing a man down after he 
bas made a fair eatch should be from five to forty 
yards according to the degree of brutality and the 
part of the field in which the thing occurs. Penal- 
ties for other wanton and illegal infringements of 
the rules should be sufficient to make such infringe- 
ment unprofitatle, even if it goes undetected nine- 
teen times out of twenty.” 








Our attention has been called toan intemperate 
article in the New York Voice, which bears the 
startling title ‘‘ General Schofield Puts His Hand 
Over the Orater.” This isa metaphorical reference 
to the order relating to the publication by Army 
officers of criticisms upon the Service to which they 
belong. The Voice proceeds as follows : ‘‘ The War 
Department is determined that the public shall bear 
no more of abuses resulting from liquor selling at 
Army canteens. Having refused to receive reports 
from chaplains and other faithful officials touching 
the debauching and demoralizing effects of the 
Government Army beer saloon, conscientious offic- 
ials were driven to the public prints for an exposure 
of these abuses. Now that the Department de- 
clares this exposure must cease under penalty of 
court-martial for any officer who dares furnish to 
the public news of murders aad other outrages re- 
sulting from post exchange liquor selling. . . 
The Kansas City Times, commenting on this 
order of General Schofield's, says: “It is also 
reported that letters severely censuring Ohap- 
lains Lowell and Nave for writing letters 
to the New York Voice and other papers 
criticising Army administration, and for inter- 
fering with the local affairs of the community 
near which stationed have also been sent out.’ So 
it seems that the Army officials have determined to 
put their hands over tbe crater in order to stop the 
eruption. They will find it a hotter anda barder 
job than they anticipate. . . Forshame! Have 
the commaniing officers of the United States Army 
no bigher ambition than to breed drunkards! Then 
let them Jay down their sword of command, hie to 
the gin-mills and don the white apron of the beer 
slinger. Tbe Army is no place for them to follow 
their drunkard marking trade.” 

We have received assurances that the chaplains as 
a body resent this scurrilous tirade, and are heartily 
disgusted with the way in which their corps are 
dragged into the affair. The question whether beer 
ought or ought not to be sold in the post exchanges 
is one on which bonest differences of opinion are held 
in the Army, as well as out of it ; but decent Army 
officers do not abuse those who hold a different 
opinion from their own on the subject, We should 
think that those chaplains, whoever they may be, 
who supplied Voice with ammunition for its dis- 
graceful attack, would feel heartily ashamed of 
their champion, if not uneasy also, lest its attack 
on honored and honorable officers of the Army 
should be imputed .to themselves. No man should 
wear the uniform of the United States Army who 
has so little appreciajion of and respect for his 
position.

JupGinG from some of the recent annual reports 
under the head of Drill Regulations, there seems to 
be a necessity in the infantry branch of the Army 
for more effort to get satisfactory work done in ex- 
tended order. Colonel Hughes, Iaspector. General, 
on this point adverts to the lack of space aid varied 
ground at many of our garrisoned posts, but is of 
opinion that a little effort on the part of those in- 
terested might, as a general rule, overcome the ob- 
stacles. The lack of adequate appropriations, of 
course, prevents much being done in the way of as- 
sembling large bodies of troops from time to time, 
where practical work in extended order can be had, 
but in the meantime, it is suggested that a partial 
accomplishment might be secured at rifle ranges 
where troops are annually sent by extending the 
time of the encampments. 


A FEW MORE CURRENT NEEDS. 

To THE “ Current News” editorially given Nov. 
25, we add a few more by Inspecter-Generals and 
post commanders: The crown of the forage cap 
should be of cloth instead of pasteboard; the latter 
becomes pulpy when wet and draws the cap out of 
shape when it dries. There is but one width of linen 
collar supplied, which is suitable only for short- 
necked men. Thero should be more sizes. The issue 
of eat unmade clothing should be discontinued, 
and the material supplied in bulk. 

Two light draft mules should be furnished to each 
troop of cavalry for police purposes, hauling for- 
age, etc., and for the purpose of affording the men 
an opportunity of learning and practicing the art of 
packing mules for field service. The employment 
of cavalry horses for draft purposes is in direct vio- 
lation of orders, but necessity often compels it to be 
done. The veterinary supply table, both in instra- 
ments and medicine,should be overhauled, and made 
to conform to the present wants. 

If an appropriation for books and magazines was 
made and post libraries revived, it would be of 
great benefit, especially in winter at isolated posts. 
A muster-roll, with it continuous repetition of 
the same information, is useless and would seem 
unnecessary —that is, let the roll show man’s name 
and rank, omit all other previously-given informa. 
tion, snd show only changes of record from time to 
time. 

There should be furnished by the quartermaster 
department a clothing issue roll containing space 
for not over eight or ten names. It is not economi- 
cal and a great trial to the patience to have to use 
one of the immense sheets furnished when an issue 
is made to only one or two men. This is also the 
case with a large number of the abstract sheets in 
use in the quartermaster department. 

At times officers must employ soldiers or do their 
own work, which is impracticable. Soldiers so em- 
ployed doso voluntarily for a compensation, and 
only such services as are absolutely necessary are re- 
quired when so employed. For isolated posts, and 
when troops are serving in the field, the law should 
be amended to allow the use of soldiers as servants. 
In the field it is impracticable for any officer to 
carry a servant along, asthe transportation and 
camp equipage is reduced toa minimum. Officers 
have made, and do make, every effort to obtain 
servants, even going so far as to send to the East 
and paying all expenses in order to get them, but 
owing to climatic influences or non suitableness, or 
some other cause, they become dissatisfied and 
leave. 

The dual inspection of medical property by the 
Medical Director and Inspector General results in 
embarrassment and is very unsatisfactory. Onein- 
spection should suffice for this class of property, as it 
does for all others, and that should be made by the 
regular inspectors, ‘‘the only officers authorized to 
inspect public property with a view to condemna- 
tion.” 

One inspector says: Panishment in the Army 
consists of deprivation of liberty fora given time, 
generally a short period. Visit our garrisons and 
note the men in confinement sentenced to ten, fifteen 
and twenty days hard labor; see the slow formation 
and how they kill time in moving about their ap- 
pointed work. At the end of the day it will be 
found, I think, that the sentences have not been 
carried out, that one fairly industrious man would 
have accomplished more than three or four of these 
prisoners. 

A revision of drill regulations is needed; they are 
not adapted for our country or for hastily formed 
levies; the latter point must always be borne in 
mind. The tendency to “cutting across lots” and 
jnatilling a disregard for precision has a marked 
tendency to encourage ‘‘looseness,” which would be 
of evil effect on the field of battla. This does not 
necessarily imply the rigidity of the days of Freder- 
ick. Oarelessness in saluting has a bad effect, and ‘ 
the new method of sentinels casually saluting officers 
(for this is what it amounts to) while continuing to 
walk post is lacking in military essentials. The sin- 
gle rank formation should be added to the present 
system.

General, vice Carlin, retired, the President estab- 

lishes a rule in regard to appointments of this kind 
which, we unders‘and, will not be deviated from 
during the remainder of his Administration. This 
is that comparatively young men only will be se- 

lected for department commands—officers who will 
have at least four yearstoserve. There were many 
reasons why the President would have been glad to 
bave selected some of Colonel Otis’s seniors, but 
when he came to investigate their ages he passed 
over from one to another solely because of the brief 
periods they have to serve. He thought at onetime 
of making an exception in the case ot Colonel 
Shafter as he did with General Carlin, but finally 
concluded not to postpone longer bis decision against 
the older men. 

Oar opinion of the fitness of General Otis for the 
position to which he is again appointed was ex- 
pressed at the time he received the same promo- 
tion at the hands of President Harrison. He is a 
tborough soldier and an able and cultured gentle- 
man. His services during the war as an officer of 
New York troops were brilliant, and he received 
the brevets of Colonel and Brigadier General of 
volunteers for his gallantry at Spottsylvania and 
Chapel House. He came into the regular Army in 
1866 as Lieutenant Colonel of the Twenty-second 
Infantry and was promoted Colonel of the Twen- 
tieth Infantry in February, 1880. Since the war 
his service has been conspicuous and worthy of all 
praise, not only with his regiment but as com- © 
mandant of the Infantry and Oavalry School, su- 
perintendent of the recruiting service, etc. New 
York is fortanate; last week General Ruggles, 
this week General Otis, who, though born in 
Maryland, was a resident of Rochester, N.Y., served 
with New York troops during the war, and was 
appointed to the Regular Army from that State.

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-‘Hinary A. Hersert, Secretary of the Navy, in 
his annual report, which we receive this week, gives 
us a jist of the nine vessels launched during the year 
bavirg an agegregate of 58,166 tons. Five others, 
with a total of 17,226 tons, have been completed and 


commissioned. Tabies ate given showing the follow - 


ing comparison between our own and other navies 
io the matter of vessels serviceable for war pur- 
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*Iocludirg one barbor defence ram. + Gun vessels. + 
And marine trials. 

A comparison of these tables will show that the 
United States pow ranks seventh asa vaval power. 
The successful results following the plan of allow- 
ing a premium for speed in excess of the contract 
are dwelt upon witb great satisfaction by the Soo · 
retary. To avoid the disputes arising over bills for 
expenses in conducting trials of new vessels it has 
been provided in the recent contracts for the new 
gunboats that all trial trip expenses should be paid 
by the con'ractors, 

We have 64 vessels unserviceable for war purposes 
in which list are included the 18 single turret 
monitors, which “are in such a condition of dé‘eri- 
oration as to be practically useless.” Kight wooden 
veesels remain in active service as cruisers; all of 
which will disaprear from the list within three 
years, except the Kearsarge and Alabama. 

The Depar'ment asks sutboritv to devote the 
$450,000 appropriated for the Vesuvius to the con- 
struction of three torpedo boats, TVo show the ne- 
cessity for this a resums is given of the circum- 

tances connected with the building and test of the 
esuvius. A doubt arises as to the value of her 
poeumatic guns and she is not adapted for use with 
otber guns of similar calibre. It is therefore recom- 
mended that authority be given to transform her 
into a torpedo cruiser. The displacement of the ves 
sel is such that with her dynamite guns removed a 
sufficiently powerful battery could be installed to 
— ber a formidable antagonist for unarmored 
vessels, 

Reference is made to the low bids for the light 
draft protected gunboats authorized by the act of 
June 30, 1893, and also to the delay in obtaining ar. 
mor forthe pew sbips. “Oursrmor-makers havee 
countered even greater difficulties than they anti 
pated, but these difficulties have a!l been overcome, 
and deliveries of armor are now b20g made with 
satisfactory rapidity. Modern shipbuilding itself 
may slmost be said to be a new industry in this 
country, and delays bave sometimes, though rarely, 
resulted from the want of experience in builders. 
More frequently contractors for material have 
failed to make prompt deliveries. Toen, too, it al- 
ways bappens thst changes and additions are de- 
termined upon and ordered while vessels are in pro- 
cess of construction.”” Measures have been taken 
to reduce these changes toaminimum. Tne Srcre- 
retary saye: “Surveying the whole field, we find 
much to be proud of in the knowledge that we can 
furnish the material for, and build, modern ships of 
war as quickly, and, without any deu bt, as well as 
any country in the world. I feel confident thatsome 
of our sbipyards rival the best of Europe.” 
tails are given as to the progress in the work of

Tbe Department is pleased to state thata new 
source of powder supply is now assured on te Pa- 
cific Coast bv the suceess of the Caiifornia Powder 
Company of Santa Cruz, Cal., in manufacturing 
prown powder. The manufacture of smokeless 
powder is still in‘the experimental state. Emmen- 
site and the citrate bigh explosives baye been success- 
fully experimented with. The demands of the 
Navy for gun cotton are provided for. The manu- 
facture of armor- piercing projectiles in th's ocuntry 
js pow well established. The advent of Harveyized 
pickel. moet armor has made their use absolutely 

eptinl. 

“poring the past year, forged steel shells for the 
smaller eslibres bave been treated with the Harvey 
process, greatly enbancing their armor piercisg 
qualities. During the last few montbs private firms 
have evidenced their ability to supply wrought- 
steel ebells of such an excellent quality that the De- 
partment bas deemed it advisable to discontinue the 
mavufacture of cast-iron projectiles. Steel shells 
fitted with base fuses for the 4inob, 5 inch and 6 
inch guns manufactured by the United States Pro- 
jectile Company bave proved very satisfactory, car- 
ryiog their bursting charges through steel plates 
palf @ calibre in thickness without breaking up the 
shells.

Tae 
remainder of tbe 100 contracted ior and ready for 
assembling will be delivered as rapidly as they can 
he tested. The contractor’s plant is now capable of 
furvisbing all the torpedoes and lausching appara- 
tus the Department may see fit toorder. Many im- 
portant modifications bave been made in the me- 
chanical details of the Hall torpedo, which have re- 
sulted in warked improvements in its performances, 
This torpedo is still under trial at the Tor pedo Sta- 
tion. The Department has inp view the conduoting 
of a series of experiments with dirigible torpedoes 
looking to their manipulation from a moveable 
base. Experiments are still in progress looking to 
the adoption of a suitable torpede net defence. 

An account is given of the tests of armor plate: at 
Indian Head, which we have already reported. Ex- 
baustive experiments bave covolusively demon- 
strated the bene ficial results obtained by the appli- 
cation of the Harvey process, and arrangements 
bave recently been made to Harvevyizys such of the 
armor under tbe old contracts as was not too far ad- 
vanord in manufacture te admit ot the change, or 
as vould not seriousiv delay the completion of the 
sbipe. In cope quence of thie. much of tbe side ar- 
mor of the Matne, Texas, Indiana. Oregon, and 
Puriten tbeturretarmor of the Matne, Puritan, 
and Monadnock, and the barbettes of tbe Origon 
will beof Huarveyized nickel steel. All the armor 
provided for under the pew contracts will be treated

VESSELS OF THE NAVY. 

Av account is given of the inquiries which have 
led tothe adoption of changes in the Detroit and 
her sister vessels to increase their meta-centre 
height, whioh in the case of the Detroit during a 
gale did not probably exceed nine iouner, 

During the past year the available vessels of the 
Navy have been aimost constantly employed, and 
the necessity for their services in different parts of 
the globe bas been so continuous tbat the Depart- 
ment bas felt constrained to keep vessels 1n commis- 
tion which needed extensive repairs and should 
bave been laid’ up for that purpose. A review is 
given of the outfit of our several naval stations to 
ewpbaeize thisstatement. It isthe present inten- 
tion of the Department to bring upthe force on 
tach station to the number which experience bas 
proved to be necessary for the proper, efficient, and 
economical protection of American interests, by the 
addition of new vessels as they become available. 

Tbe policy of naval construction pow adopted by 
the principal foreign naval powers looks tothe 
building of battle ships, armored coast defence ves- 
tele, armored cruisers, torpedo vesrels. and torpedo 
boats. The English battle sbip of 14,900 tons will 
probably mark the limit of s:ze in sucn vessels. The 
only foreign nations building coast defence vessels 
are France and Russia. The largest they are build- 
ing of this class are to be of 6,600 tons. The to ° 
veese],.or torpedo cruiser, is common toall the prin- 
cipal foreign powers, but is not as yet found in our 
Navy.

THE STATE TROOPS. 


CODE CURIOSITIES, NEW YORK. 


A NEw code, like a new directory of a new cook- 
book, falis easily into the proverbially capacious 
“nine das’ wonder” receptacie. Very few persons 
bave time enough to acquaint themselves with its 
general characteristics, and fewer still bave the 
patience or the inclivation to master its special feat- 
ures, or to hunt through its pages for oddities or 
peculiarities. 

There are (be it said) not mary publications issu- 
ing from the press,tbac do not, on «examination, dis- 
close typographical or verbal oddities, and structu- 
ral or ipberent peculiarities in greater or less profu- 
sion. These sre (usually) the natural growth of 
“mistakes” attributable to “hurry.” 

From blemishes such as these the new Military 
Code of New York*, enacted May 4, 1893, and re 
cently issued tothe National Guard, can claim no 
exception; thus negativing those popular fictions of 
systematic care and sorutinigiog accuracy which 
common tradition associates with high military of- 
fice. (tis profoundly to be hoped, that the omission 
from the coat of arme on the title page, of the ex- 
prersive motto of N-w York, “Exoelsior,” is neither 
owinous nor significant. Although 301 is the num- 
ber of tbe last section, the code contains, neverthe- 
lese,only 218 sections, [t therefore behooves all “code 
soldiers” tu be exceeding carefulin the quotation 
of authoritative and clinching code sections. M. C. 
166, or 95, or 6 will never, never do! Suco quotations 
bow would beall too like the registry of a voter from 
a vacant lot orastable. The drafteman of this code 
bas chosen, fantastically to number the first or ini- 
tial section of each of the fifteen articles, with a 
number which is in itself a muitiple of ten, without 
systematic uniformity, and without regurd to the

tervening numbers. And then sections 300 aad 301 
are not “articied” at all. Youth is flattered in the 
sevond rection by being classified at the beardless 
age of 18 with ablebodied men. This smacks suspi- 
ciously of the gorgeous recruiting sergeant and the 
tempting king’s shilling. 

The brief statements at the head of each section 
(by way of index of its contents) are, repeatedly, io- 
sufficient, bare and misleading, and of * Military 
Courtr, Article XIII.,“ this is pot only conspicuously 
true, but is coniusing as well. For example: In 
the sypeneis of the contents of the sections of that 
article (XILL) printed at page 54, the correct epi- 
tome of ibe provisions -f sectivu 218, Delinquency 
Courts, (for officers) will be found beiow as an ab- 
stract of tbe cvntents of section 227; while the lat 
ter seotion (227) really treats of * Forms issued by 
Delinquency Courte,”’ erroneously printed at page 
61,a8** Forms ot Delinquency Courts.” The sum- 
wary of section 215 incorrectly refers (pages 54 and 
57) to “ oatbs of officers” (instead of members) “ of 
aelicquency courts,” and section 231 speaks of de 
linquency instead of delinquencies; section 234 of 
excuses “for” instead of * trom,” and “return of" 
instead uf returns of delinquents. Again, fines for 
offences against company dues are said to be au 
thoriz-d by section 240. Tuvse las’ are, of course, 
tbe ordinary overlooked errors of *“ burry.”
